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Thanks to a big assist, 
Butler College Prep 
football team huddles up

Building an inner-city high school football 
program from scratch is neither easy nor 
cheap, something 28-year-old Paul Hobson 
realized the moment he set out to do so at 
Butler College Prep in Pullman. 

“We realized this is very expensive,” said 
Hobson, the school’s athletic director. “We 
had to purchase everything from scratch. 
When we started looking at the prices of uni- 
forms, we were kind of astounded because it 
was so extremely expensive, especially if you 
wanted to get quality stuff.” 

That money is not exactly just lying around 
the halls of the second-year charter school. 

“We were trying to be creative in how we 
were going to maintain our sports and pay all 
of our coaches and things like that,” Butler 
principal Christopher Goins said. 

“Most schools, a lot of schools, charge 
$200, $250, $300 to play football,” Hobson 
added. “We wouldn't be able to do that be- 
cause our kids would never be able to afford 
that.” 

Now, thanks to a big donation from Bos- 
ton-based nonprofit Good Sports and foot- 
ball equipment manufacturer Riddell, Hob- 
son and Goins won't have to worry about that. 

Good Sports and Riddell teamed up to 
donate $20,000 worth of equipment to help 
Butler get its football program off the ground, 
including helmets, jerseys, pants and mouth- 
guards — enough to outfit 30 kids. 

“From a programmatic perspective, we 
were really interested in the work they were 
doing,” Good Sports CEO Melissa Harper 
said. “Athletics was a core part of what they 
were trying to offer kids in the school and 
they didn’t have the resources to do it, par- 
ticularly the equipment they needed.” 

The donation will allow Butler to compete 
this fall in the Chicago Public League. The 
school will field a team on the sophomore 
level that will play a five-game schedule. The 
team will play home games at nearby Gately 
Stadium. 

Harper said Good Sports is hoping to tri- 
ple the number of kids the company reaches 
in Chicago in the next three years, donating 


equipment so they can play any and all sports. 

For Butler students such as Avery Davis 
and Justin Williams, it was exactly the kind 
of good news they spent all summer hoping 
to receive. 

“T took it as a blessing, not just for myself 
but as a team and as a school,” said Davis, a 
16-year-old Roseland resident and a center on 
the team. 

“Tt’s not like any other football equipment 


I’ve played with in the past, which was worn 
down, old from being used,” added Williams, 
a 15-year-old Englewood resident and wide 
receiver. “This is brand new. There’s not too 
many places with all this great equipment 
that we have at Butler.” 

Hobson’s motivations for wanting to build 
a football program at Butler were two-fold. 

As someone who grew up on the South 
Side, he wanted to provide other young men 


with exposure to positive role models. As 
an educator, he wanted his students to take 
some pride in their school. 

“When kids are well-rounded, when 
schools are well-rounded, it boosts the mo- 
rale past just getting the grades,” he said. “It 
gets people excited about coming to school, 
gets people excited about going to sporting 
events, things like that. That’s the type of 


environment that we want our kids to have.”

His players say the team is already hav- 
ing an impact on their lives, despite not 
having played a down yet. 

Davis said it gives him an opportunity 
to be a more productive member of the 
community. 

“I could be hanging out with friends 
and doing stuff that I shouldn't be doing, 
but I’m doing something that is help- 
ful for me, that’s helpful to the school,” 


he said. “Having a new sport, it gets ev- 
erybody into school more because it’s 
another sport that we all know and love. 
When we come out as a football team, I 
think the school is going to be more ex- 
cited for us.” 

And while they may be the new kids on 
the block in the Public League, Williams 
is advising opponents not to sleep on the 
Lynx.

“Don't nobody really know us, so 
they’re gonna expect us to be bad,” he 
said. “We believe we can beat other teams 
right now. All we have to do is practice.” 

“We have a lot of work to do,” Hobson 
said. “[The players] know there’s going 
to be work to get there but as long as you 
work as hard as you possibly can, the best 
result will come out of it.”

Of the 11 homicides logged in the past week 
in Chicago, the West Side Austin community 
area and Southwest Side New City community 
area each saw two homicides, a Red- 
Eye analysis of preliminary police data 
found. 

In Austin, a 14-year-old boy was shot 
to death Sunday in the 1100 block of 
North Leclaire Avenue, police said. 
That same day, a 33-year-old man was fatally 
shot in the 5000 block of West Potomac Av- 
enue, according to officials. 

Austin, which had about 98,500 residents 
counted in the 2010 Census, has loose borders 
of the Metra Milwaukee District/West Line on 
the north, Roosevelt Road on the south, Aus- 
tin Boulevard on the west and Kenton Avenue 
on the east. 

Austin has logged 26 homicides so far 
this year, the deadliest toll among Chicago’s 
77 community areas, RedEye found. The West 
Side community area recorded 31 homicides 
last year, down from 37 killings in 2012. 

In New City, a 23-year-old man was fatally 
shot Monday in the 5000 block of South Win- 
chester Avenue, police said. One day earlier, 
a 40-year-old man was fatally shot in the 800 
block of West soth Place, according to officials. 

New City, which had about 44,300 residents 
counted in the 2010 Census, has loose borders 
of Pershing Road on the north, Garfield Boule- 
vard on the south, Western Avenue on the west 
and Normal Avenue on the east. 

New City has recorded eight homicides so 
far this year, tied with Chatham, Roseland and 
South Shore for the roth highest toll among 
Chicago community areas. 

The Southwest Side community area logged 
15 homicides last year, down from 24 killings in 
2012, RedEye determined. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were logged in 
the past week in Auburn Gresham, Chatham, 
Englewood, Greater Grand Crossing, River- 
dale, South Lawndale and West Englewood, 
according to police information. 

Thirty-seven homicides have been logged 
so far this month. Fifty-three homicides were 
recorded in August 2013, RedEye determined.

Local veterinarian named

Marks grew up with dogs, guinea pigs, fish 
and hamsters in small-town Sterling, Ill. She 
said she discovered her love for animals at a 
close friend’s horse ranch, where she often 
spent days after school and weekends working 
with horses, goats and chickens. Although she 
said she'll always love large animals and horse- 
back riding, she chose small animal medicine 
and graduated from the University of Illinois 
College of Veterinary Medicine in 2002. 

After joining Blum Animal Hospital in 
2006, Marks is now co-owner of the 62-year-

Second projects are tricky business, especially if your debut work was a success. 
(Just ask The Strokes.) Wicker Park’s Takito Kitchen has hit a comfortable stride 
on Division Street since opening in spring 2013, but the team behind the casual 


Mexican spot had ambitions for another restaurant. The narrow storefront that 
houses the first Takito didn’t have room for a bar, so beverage director Adam We- 


ber’s mostly tequila-focused cocktail list didn’t seem to get the shine it deserves. 
When Takito’s owners walked through the former Kabocha space in the shadows 


of the gleaming new Morgan “L’ stop, they saw the larger location as an opportu- 
nity to delve into South American food and drinks. With nearly double the space, 
they thought, both the bar and kitchen could stretch their legs. I stopped in on 


opening weekend to find Bar Takito already rocking. 


What's in a name? 


Cocktail menus can take time to read 
through, especially when they’re full of spir- 
its such as cachaca, rhum agricole and pisco, 
which Weber admits not many Americans 
are familiar with. His solution? Give the 
drinks names that will catch guests’ eyes. 
“Names are something that jumps off the 
page and makes people ask about a drink,” 


Weber said. A cocktail called That Is What 
They Called Me In High School ($12) drew 
me in with its goofy name—and the well- 
balanced combination of rhum agricole, 
sweet sherry and tart, vinegar-based rasp- 
berry shrub. Still unsure about a new-to- 
you South American spirit? Just ask for a 
tiny sip. “If you can’t describe [a liquor] in 
words, the best way to do it is just give them 
a taste,” Weber said. If you’re on a date and 


are too engrossed in conversation to ask 
questions, you can’t go wrong with any of 
the three margaritas on the list. For a bit of 
heat, try the Peruvian margarita ($11), which 
has an aji amarillo pepper-flecked rim. 
More ambitious drinkers will appreciate 
the Pisco Olivo ($11), a pisco-based cocktail 
that’s made with muddled grapefruit, honey 
syrup, ginger liqueur, velvet falernum 

(a tiki drink staple) and finished 

with a barely perceptible spray 

of olive oil that Weber said 

gives it a creamier texture. As 

the weather transitions from 

summer to fall, I’ll be back for 

another Oaxacan Chalice ($12), 

a negroni riff that subs slightly 

smoky mezcal for gin and Cappelletti 
aperitif for Campari, yielding a lower-proof, 
more floral version of the classic. Beers are 
mostly bottled, with both import and local 
craft options available. 


Come (a little bit) hungry 

While Takito Kitchen is mostly Mexican- 
and taco-focused, chef David Dworshak 
draws from multiple Latin American cui- 
sines at Bar Takito—and keeps one eye on 


the bar. “[David] wanted to take inspiration 
from the bar and bring it to the kitchen,” 
Weber said. “He makes a beer-infused 
tortilla. He brings bitters into the food and 
cooks with wine and mezcal, too.” None of 
this is heavy-handed, though; I didn’t even 
realize there was tequila in the perfectly 
acidic sea bass ceviche ($12) I had devoured 
atop sturdy slivers of fried yucca. A week 
later, I’m still daydreaming about the 
vegetarian beer cheese arepa ($10), 
a slightly sweet Colombian-style 
corn cake perfectly complimented 
by wild mushrooms, pickled 
vegetables and chili-peanut sauce. 
My date said it was one of the best 
dishes he’s eaten in months, which 
may explain how quickly we cleaned that 
plate. While corn is still in season, don’t 
overlook the esquites ($8), an off-the-cob 
take on elotes flavored here with queso 
fresco, chili aioli, cilantro and a genius 
brown butter that adds a savory richness 
most corn salads lack. Someone with a big 
appetite might want to opt for a few more 
shared plates, but with larger dishes priced 
between $1o and $26, don’t expect to get off 
cheaply.

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‘Frank’ gives Michael 
Fassbender a big head

Modern movie stardom is dependent on 
many things, but perhaps none more so than 
well-known, good-looking faces appearing in 
new films. 

So what would make a high-profile actor 
decide to spend most of a movie wearing a 
cartoon face that renders him unrecognizable? 
And apart from a sense of masochistic 
mischief, what would prompt someone to 
make a movie with just that conceit? 

It’s a question that will be running through 
your head with Magnolia Films’ release Friday 
of a new indie dramedy “Frank,” directed by 
the Irish filmmaker Lenny Abrahamson and 
starring Michael Fassbender. 

“Head” is a key word, since Fassbender— 
famous as Magneto in the “X-Men” series 
and in dramas such as “12 Years a Slave” — 
spends most of the film in a giant one, a fully 
concealing apparatus that looks like a cross 
between a Lego mini figure and an inflatable 
replica of Edvard Munch’s “The Scream.” 

But it’s indeed Fassbender under there, 
speaking in an American accent, as 
a character inspired by Frank 
Sidebottom, a real-life musician 
who, in the tradition of the 
Residents and Daft Punk, was 
almost never seen performing 
without the disguise. 

“Frank” actually takes this 
character one step further, 
since the Daft Punk duo 
presumably takes its masks | j 
off in private. Fassbender’s_ | 
Frank keeps it on all 
the time—even when 
showering and brushing 
his teeth. 


Oh, and technically he’s not Frank 
Sidebottom but acharacternamed Frank who’s 
inspired by him. In fact, Frank Sidebottom 
wasn't even Frank Sidebottom—he was a 
character played on-stage by the musician 
Chris Sievey in late-1980s England. (Sievey 
died in 2010.) The journalist Jon Ronson, at 
the time an aspiring rock keyboardist, was 
recruited rather spontaneously into Sievey’s 
band, and he co-wrote this script in part based 
on that experience. 

There are, then, layers of irony. Figuratively. 
But also literally. 

As it follows the journey of the eccentric- 
but-vulnerable masked man via Jon (Domhnall 
Gleeson), “Frank” is a kind of indie-music 
Pilgrim’s Progress that’s also a sideways 
comment on modern celebrity. When it 
screened at the Sundance Film Festival this 
year, the movie garnered hard-core fans taken 
by its abject weirdness and occasional self- 
consciousness, as well as plenty of skeptics 
put off by, well, its abject weirdness and 
occasional self-consciousness. 

“I remember reading the script and 
thinking, ‘What the ... is this?’ ” 
Fassbender said. “It’s just bizarre 
and original and I thought, ‘I 
_ gotta do this.’” 
Though he couldn’ really 
see out of the mask, Fassbender 
said acting in the film wasn’t 
a challenge. “It was quite 
liberating, It’s like youputon 
fancy dress or a Halloween 
costume and you feel a 
little invincible.” Plus, 
he quipped, “If I didn’t 

want to go to work, I 

just sent in the double.”

Will ‘Fault’ get teens 


hooked on digital?

This week is going to be an important one for 
Hollywood’s home video divisions. 

As studios look to get more consumers to 
buy movies on digital platforms, “The Fault in 
Our Stars” could be the first major title that 
entices younger moviegoers to embrace Digital 
HD —especially younger women. 

Even before Tuesday’s launch, the film was 
‘Twentieth Century Fox Home Entertainment’s 
most pre-ordered title ever, the studio said. The 
company does not release sales figures. 

In the past, the majors have targeted fanboys, 
adults and families with early digital releases 
of superhero or sci-fi fare, Oscar-nominated 
dramas or animated films before they launch 
on DVD or Blu-ray Until now, Fox’s other 
top sellers have included “The Wolverine,” 
“Prometheus,” “Life of Pi,” “12 Years a Slave” 
and “Rio 2,” all targeting different demos. 

But with “Fault,” Fox’s home video division 
is specifically reaching out to 13- to 17-year-old 
girls and women older than 18 with an extended 
cut of the film on most digital platforms three 
weeks before its disc is available to purchase 
through traditional retailers Sept. 16. 


“This is a movie that’s going to add an overall 
effect on the consumption of Digital HD by 
teens and younger people, especially young 
girls,” said Vincent Marcais, executive VP of 
brand marketing for Twentieth Century Fox 
Home Entertainment. “This young audience 
already has a digital life. Their consumption of 
media is digital. ... They do lots of things with 
movies digitally.” 

Fox purposefully chose this week to launch 
“Fault” as a Digital HD title because of the 
Labor Day holiday, during which it believes the 
film’s young fans will host viewing parties and 
encourage others to purchase the movie, as 
well. The three-week window is a considerable 
amount of time for the film to court a younger 
demographic that has traditionally preferred to 
rent films or stream You Tube videos. 

Given the online buzz around the film’s home 
video release, there is clearly pent up demand 
by fans to see the movie again. Directed by 
Josh Boone, the teen romance stars Shailene 
Woodley and Ansel Elgort and broke out this 
summer as one of the year’s most profitable 
films, earning $280 million worldwide. It was 
produced for $12 million.

State of the arch: Bold brows are going strong

Big and bold eyebrows are in—and if fashion 
models’ faces aren't proof enough, check out 
the numbers. 

Eyebrow makeup sales rose 33 percent over 
the 12 months ended in June, the fastest-growing 
category in higher-end “prestige” makeup, 
according to market research firm NPD Group. 
That’s on top of 22 percent growth in eyebrow 
makeup sales the previous year. 

The $132.4 million that consumers spent 
on their eyebrows represented just 11 percent 
of the $1.2 billion US. eye makeup market, 
but the category is growing at five times 
the industry pace. Overall eye makeup sales 
grew 7 percent over the year ended in June, 
while total prestige cosmetics sales in the 
US. grew 4 percent, to $4.2 billion, said the 
Port Washington, N. Y.-based company. 

“I used to think it was just a fashion trend,” 
said Karen Grant, vice president and global 
beauty industry analyst at NPD, with Kim 
Kardashian and model Cara Delevingne among 
the heavy-browed women setting the standard. 
“But it also resonates with a more mature 


consumer because thinning hair around the 
brow becomes an issue for the boomer, across 
all races and colors,” Grant said. Fuller brows 
make a face look younger, beauty experts 
say Women who overplucked 
during the tweezer-happy 1990s 
are making up for lost time— 
and, sometimes, lost hairs. 

Though eyebrow 
makeup is “primarily a 
pencil-based _ business,” 
a slew of new shadows, 
pomades, serums, 
markers, brushes and 
angling tools that help 
refine or create natural- 
looking brows have helped the 
movement grow, Grant said. The 
cosmetics brand Anastasia Beverly Hills, 
which specializes in eyebrows, sells kits with 
stencils to help people construct the perfect 
brow at home. 

Benefit Cosmetics has been doing brisk 
business with its year-old Gimme Brow 
product, a tinted gel applied with a mascaralike

wand that mimics the look of hairs to help fill 


in sparse brows, said Nikki Hall, the company’s 
retail account manager for the Chicago area. 
Hall said there has been “an explosion” 
in interest over the past two years 
among women of all ages. 
Benefit’s — semipermanent 
eyebrow-tinting services in 
particular have “generated 
clients in our doors like 
never before,” she said. 
“Thick and natural is 
the trend,” Hall said. It is 
reminiscent of the 1980s, 
when Brooke — Shields’ 
brows were the envy of all. 
“People just want to look 
cleaner, they want to look younger,” 
she said. And for women who want to wear 
minimal makeup, a voluminous brow can be 
statement enough. 

Benefit, which has celebrated eyebrows since 
its founding in 1976, says its aestheticians shaped 
2.5 million sets of eyebrows globally last year at 
its “brow bars,” located in its boutiques, as well 


as in Ulta, Bloomingdale’s and Macy’s ($20 for 
the service, including makeup application if 
desired). 

The rise on runways of the “power brow,” 
as Benefit’s global brow authority Jared 
Bailey calls it, has influenced how women 
want their brows to look. The trend has 
dovetailed with the company’s “brow- 
mapping” technique, which uses facial angles 
to determine where the brow should start, 
arch and end for the most flattering and 
natural shape, Bailey said. 

Blair Nugent, 29, said she has been shaping 
her brows since she was 14, but when the 
fashion world began fixating on the importance 
of a strong brow two or three years ago, she 
became a regular at Benefit’s counter in the 
Bloomingdale’s at 900 North Michigan 
Shops, where she goes every 22 weeks for a 
professional grooming. 

“Having my brows perfectly shaped, I totally 
have an extra pep in my step, and my face just 
looks better,” said Nugent, who lives in the Gold 
Coast and works in advertising. “It’s a really 
small change that makes a huge difference.”

Tips for decorating 
a microapartment

With microapartments on the rise, 
microdecorating is following right behind. 

More and more people are finding 
themselves in tighter spaces and aren't 
forgoing design for the smaller footprint. 

On a recent project, I was challenged to 
design a 350-square-foot apartment and make 
it function and feel like a large house, allowing 
for all the usual activities: a place to sleep, eat, 
work and entertain. 

Figuring out how a space needs to function 
is critical. Once you know this, you can 
identify the furniture you need and then 
strategize to make those pieces look beautiful 
and operate harmoniously. 

‘To accomplish this, I first look for furniture 
that can be used for dual purposes. In the 
recent project, I used: 

» A sleek desk placed under a wall-mounted 
TV to double as a media stand. 

» A patterned ottoman tucked under the 


desk to function both as a desk chair and an 
extra seat for guests. 

» A lift-top coffee table that, when raised, 
allows visitors to eat while sitting on the sofa, 
eliminating the need for a designated dining 
area. 

» Three nesting tables on the side of the 
sofa, which offer another great way to have 
multiple surfaces in place of a single one. 

Second, I steer clear of sacrificing 
surface area when possible. Surfaces in 
microdecorating are in high demand, as 
every inch of real estate needs to be used 
thoughtfully. That’s why I like to: 

» Keep lighting off surfaces as much as 
possible. 

» Use wall sconces next to beds, which frees 
up necessary space on nightstands. 

» Use slim floor lamps in living areas, as it 
provides task light while keeping side tables 
free for other items.
